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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-13 and 15, drawn to a compound. 
Group II, claim(s) 14, drawn to a process for preparing the compound. 
Group III, claim(s) 16-18, drawn to a compound mixture. 
Group IV, claim(s) 22, drawn to an electronic component. 
Group V, claim(s) 23 and 24, drawn to an organic electroluminescence and/or 
phosphorescence device. 

Group VI, claim(s) 25-26, drawn to a solar cell or photovoltaic device. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The common technical feature of all claims is a metal complex bearing various 
cyclometallating organic ligands. Such compounds are known in the prior art and do 
not qualify as a special technical feature because they do not offer contribution over 
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prior art (see Tsuboyama et al. US 2003/0068436 A1 ; compounds 349-352 page 9). 
Thus the application suffers from lack of unity a posteriori. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

Compounds of formulae I or II with an "n" of 1-3 and compounds of formulae la or 
I la with an "n" of 1 or 2, wherein: 

- M is Rh or Ir 

- XisO, S.orSe 

- Y is S, O, R-C=C-R, or R-C=N 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Applicant is 
also required to select an ultimate species (i.e. a specific organometallic complex) that 
will be used as the starting point for search and examination purposes. The reply must 
also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.

The species as defined above to not share a significant structural element. The 
species form non-overlapping mutually exclusive groups of compounds. Further 
compounds within the disclosed genus exist in the prior art (Tsuboyama et al. US 
2003/0068436 A1; compounds 349-352 page 9). 

6. A telephone call was not made due to the complexity of the election/restriction 
requirement. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must
